“Charles  n,  it  appears,  was  easily  deceived  in  regards  to 
the  significance  of  the  ‘pine-tree  shilling/  ” Sir  Thomas  Temple, 
a friend  of  the  colonies,  adroitly  presented  one  of  these  ob- 
noxious coins  to  the  irate  Monarch,  explaining  that  the  tree 
was  the  “royal  oak”  which  had  saved  his  Majesty's  life.  Where- 
upon the  king,  laughing,  denominated  his  trans-Atlantic  sub- 
jects “honest  dogs”  and  allowed  the  coinage  to  proceed. 


QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS 

Q.  What  is  the  story  behind  the  Lima  on  coins  of  George  II? 

A.  The  word  Lima,  which  occurs  on  certain  coins  of  George 
II  of  England,  indicates  that  these  pieces  were  coined  in 
great  part  from  silver  captured  by  the  two  British  priva- 
teers, “Duke,”,  and  “Prince  Frederick.”  This  capture  oc- 
curred on  July  10,  1745,  when  the  above  mentioned  vessels 

took  two  ships  belonging  to  St.  Malo,  which  were  returning 
from  Lima.
